HE following Letter from the King of 
France to the Cardinal de Noailles, to 
caufe Te Deum to be fung on Account of 
the Sea-Engagement that happen’d off 
Malaga the 24th of laft Month, was 
printed at Paris in the Form fuch Letters ufually 
are, [viz. on a half fheet to fold, the 1ft Page ha- 
ving nothing but the Title of the Letter on it, and 
the 3d and 4th containing the Letter it felf,] Ic will 
appear to the Reader that the Letter ir felf is 
drawn up with no little Caution, and that the Word 
Vittory is not once nam’d in it; but we judge 
it not improper to pafs this Remark upon it, that 
the Title (by which it was publickly cried about in 
the Streets of Paris, and which was all the Gene- 
rality of the People may be fuppos’d to have taken 
Notice of,) ran thus, 4 Letter from the King to the 
Cardinal de Noailles, &c. to caufe Te Deum to be fung, 
Ge. as a Thank [giving for the VICTORY obtain’d 
by his Majefty’s Fleet commanded by the Count de To- 
lofé, 
Coufin, 
TT Fleet I caus’d to be drawn together in the 
Mediterranean, under the Command of my Son 
the Gount de Tolofe, Admiral of France, has not on- 
ly render’d fruitlefs the Enterprizes, which the Eng- 
lith and Dutch Fleets joyn’d together, propos’d to 
execute on the Coafts of Catalonia ; but has ended 
the Campaign glorioufly by a general Engagement, 
all the Advantage of which is on my Side. Not- 
withftanding the Enemies were eye ag fuperior 
in number, and were favour’d by the Wind, their 
- Efforts were fuftain’d and repell’d with fo great 
alour, by all che Officers and Men on board my 
Ships, animated by the Example of their General, 
that during a Fight of 10 Hours the Enemy thought 
only of defending themfelves, of avoiding being 
boarded by m Shins which attempted it feveral 
times, and of faving themfelves by Flighr ; fo that 
the Two following days the Gount de Tolofe, who 
us’d his utmoft Endeavour to come up with them, 
could not deaw them into a Sécond Engagement, 
This y Succefs obliges me to render publick 
Thanks to Ged ; Wherefore I write you this Lerrer, 
to order you to caufe Te Deum to be fung in the Me- 
tropolizan Church of my good City of Paris, &c.

Madrid,Sept.10.Some days ago an Exprefs brought 
Advice, that the Count de Tholoufe Admiral of 
France,was return'’d with the Fleet to Velez-Mala a, 
afier having purfued the Enemies without being able 
to come up with them, the Wind favouring them to 
avoid him. By the Relation fent to the King by the 
Count de Tholoufe, we learn the Particulars of the 
Aétion; but we owe the Accounts we have of the 
Courage, Prudence, and Inrrepidity thewn by that 
Prince in the Conduét of it, to Advices from feveral 
Places, and to the Reports of the Officers of the 
Galleys of the Dake de Turfis’s Squadron , that

brought the firft News of the Fight, “Letters of the 
3d of this Month, from the Camp of the Marquefs 
of Villadarias near Gibraltar, advife, That the En- 
glith and Dutch Fleer was return’d into the Harbour 
of Gibraltar, very much fhatter’d, to refit: That the 
Dutch Admiral Ship perith’d in the Fight, and that 
no more of the Crew was fav'd but what could ger 
into a Shallop. That Admiral Shovel and feveral 
other Officers were kill’d, and that it was prefum’d 
that befides the kill’d in the Fight,a very great Num- 
ber died afterwards of their Wounds, becaufe the 
Sea continually caft up dead Bodies on the Shore, 
fome of them in Coffins, others in Sacks. Thefe Let- 
ters add, that the Officers of the Enemies Fleet held 
a Council, in ‘which it was debated whether they 
fhould ftay at Gibraltar or return into the Ocean 5 
and the latter was refolv’d on, all agreeing that after 
the Lofs of fo many Men, and confidering the bad 
Condition of their Ships, they ought not to venture 
a 2d Engagement. And a Courier from the Marquefs 
that arriv’d the 9th at Night, brought 
Advice, that the Enemies {ail’d the 4th towards the 
Coaft of Portugal, having left 8 or 10 Frigates in the 
Port of Gibraltar, and 2000 Men in that Town ; ’tis 
fuppos’d the Frigates are left to take in thofe Men, 
in cafe they find they cannot keep Poffetfion of the 
Town, out of which ’tis hoped they will be driven 
the more eafily, for that Letters from Malaga of the 
qth inftant advife, that the Count de Tholoufe had 
fail’d from thence for Gibralrar before that day, had 
not the Wind been againft him ; and the Wind has 
been fair for him fince thofe Letters were difpatch’d 
from Malaga. We have Advice by Letters of the 3d 
of Anguft, that the day before a Convoy of 40 Barks 
laden with Ammunitions and Provifions arriv’d at 
Ceuta. The Duke of Berwick is march’d with 8000 
Foot towards Ciudad Rodrigo, and will be joyn’d in 
his March by the Cavalry that is quarter’d in that 
part of the Country. 
From the Amft. and Leid. Gazettes, dated Sept. 25. 
Vienna, Sept. 13. Yefterday arriv’d here a Secre- 
tary from the Sieur Sirmay, with Letters which ’tis 
faid give frefh Hopes of a f{peedy Accommodation 
with the Malecontents ; but fome look upon this to 
be a new Amufement on their part, and are of Opi- 
nion there is a Neceffity of employing a greater 
Number of Forces than has been hitherto, to reduce 
them by Force of Arms. A Detachment of above 
5000 Men of the Body of Malecontents commanded 
by Count Berezeni, made an Irruption a few days 
ago into Moravia, and the Officer who commanded 
them fummon’d the Caftle of Durntroth ; the Go- 
vernour refus’d to furrender, whereupon the Com- 


mander of the Malecontents caus’d 16 Bombs to be © 


thrown into the Caftle, burnt the Town of the fame 
Name, pillag’d divers Villages thereabouts, and then 
repafs’d the River Marck with a great Booty of Car- 
tel and other things. The Prince of Porcia, wi 
fpeedily fet out on his Embaffy to the Czar of Mul- 
covy ; his Credential Letters-were given to him this 
Week. The laft News we have from the Field Mar- 
thal Heifter, was, that the Maleconrents having aban- 
don’d. Papa he march’d thither, and from 
roe 
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Stoe! Weiffenbourg, where finding the Malecontents 
were retreated from the Neighbourhood of that Place 
likewife, he took aRefolution to return to Comorra, 
to rejoyn his Infantry whom he had left behind. The 
Imperial Garrifon of Gran, made a Sally lately on a 
Body of Malecontents that was come into their 
Neighbourhood, kill'd near 300 of them, and put the 
reft to flight. Letters from Zatmar in Upper Hun- 
gary, fay, that Count Frederick de Lavembourg Go- 
vernour of that Place, having Intelligence the 1oth 
of this Month, that a Party of Malecontents was ad- 
vancing that way to plunder the Gourtry, fent out 
the Baron de Gleckelfperg with a Detachment, who 
attack’d and routed the Malecontents' and took a 
confiderable Booty in Provifions and Cattle, which 
will fabfift the Garrifon of Zarmar feveral Months. 
From the Leiden Gazette, &c. dated Sept. 30. 
Vienna, Sept. 17. The the Annual Thankf- 
iving for the Deliverance of this City from the, 
Fucks who were beaten from the Sicge of it, was 
folemniz’d as ufual. The next day Count Fuger 
arriv’d here Poft from Nuremberg wi h the News of 
the Surrender of Ulm. The fame day the Count de 
Berka return’d hisher from his Embatly ro the Re- 
publick of Veuice. Gencral Guttevitein is tulpemded 
trom his Command of the Linperial Forces in Tyrol, 
and the Baron de Wetzel is nomisated in bis room 
co Jead them into the Trentin and joyn the Count of 
Leiningen. Yefterday the Turkith Kavoy went in 
great Stace to Count Rappach and tock a folemn 
Leave of him, in order to return tocthwith to Cen- 
ftantinople ; the Count deliver'd to him a Letter 
from the Emperor, in Aniwer to tat he brought 
to his Imperial Majefty from the Grand Signior ; 
he likewife gave him and his Ketinue confi- 
derable Prefents as has been u(ual on the Part of 
the Emperor. The Negociation of Peace with the 
Malecontents. of Hungary is ac prefent at a ftand ; 
but the Emperor to facilitate an Accommodation, 
difpatch’d Orders the 15th to General Heifter to for- 
bear all Hoftiliries till the end of this Month, in cafe 
the Malecontents do (as they have intimated by 
Monfieur Sirmay they will,) obferve the like Sufpen- 
fion of Arms; the fame Orders are fent into Moravia, 
Silefia, and Croatia. 


Plymouth, Sept. 14. Yefterday Her Majefty’s Ship 
the Rochefter brought in here a French Privateer of 
6.Guns.. Came in likewife Her Majefty’s Ship the 
Anglcfey, which was feparated from the homeward 
bound Jamaica Fleet the 13th inftant 200 Leagues 
South- Weft. from Scilly in Hazey Weather; fince 
which the has been at Ireland, bur not finding them 
there made the beit of her way hisher. 

Yarmouth, Sept.25. Ycfterday came into our Roads 


about 100 Sail of laden Coiliers, by which we are 


inform’d, that they came from the Bar on Saturday 
laft in company of too Sail more, under Convoy of 
the Affiftance and Queenborough; but that 100 and 
the Conyoys are noc yet airiv'd here..

* arriv’d here with 5 Men of War, and ’tis faid will
